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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that instant specification 
discloses a glossy black coating which is indicative of a transparent final coating is not persuasive because "glossy" means having a 
surface luster or brightness(i.e. according to www.webster.com) and does not mean having a transparent surface. Therefore, the examiner 
maintains that the instant specification does not provide support for the claimed "transparent" coating. Applicant's further argument 
regarding JP'050 providing evidence that a solution containing inorganic salt, organic acid, trivalent chromium and silia is inherently 
transparent is also not persuasive because, as admitted by the applicant, JP'050 teaches overly concentrated chromic acid or silic acid sol 
result in coloring or strains in the coating and only appropriate amount of chromic acid or silic acid sol would produce a coating that does 
not have coloring or strains. Therefore, not all solutions containing any amounts of trivalent chromium or silic acid would produce a 
transparent coating. Therefore, JP'050 does not provide supporting evidence for applicant's allegation of a transparent final coating. In 
addition, applicant's argument regarding additional ingredients taught by Dupart in view of JP'983 is directed to amended claim features that 
have changed the scope of the finally rejected claims, which will require further consideration and search. 
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
